CHICAGO, July 29.—Another case of 
mysterious disappearance which may 
yet be charged to Holmes was reported 
to the police today by neighbors of Dr. 
Rusaler, who disappeared in 1892. Dr. 
Russler for seyeral months had offices 
in the Holmes building and he and 
Holmes were often seen together, ap- 
parently being intimate frlenda. Some- 
time in 1892, the date being a matter 
of doubt, the physician dropped out of 
sight. 
He had but fevr acquaintances 
and although the disappearance caused 
some talk among the neighbors little 
attention was paid to it. 
The recent 
startling discoveries in the "Castle" 
have recalled the affair and it is con- 
sidered probable by some that the 
physician 
may have 
been 
among 
Holmes' victims. 


A number of bones were found in 
the basement today, some of which 
Dr. Bobinson pronounced parts of a 
human frame. It was at first thought 
that an entire skeleton had been un- 
covered, but examination showed that 
most of the bones were from the 
butcher shop. The mixture of human 
bones and butcher shop refuse is a 
peculiar feature of several of the 
finds 
that 
puzzles 
the 
police. 
C«eful search for the air proof vats, in 
which bodies were said to have been 
placed, was made today, but up to 2 
o'clock nothing had been found. 
M. 
Gr. Chappell, who told the police that 
he had constructed the vats, was taken 
to the house this afternoon, and it was 
expected tnat he would readily point 
out their location, unless, as his son 
declares, he is insane. 


TOBONTO, Ont., July 
29.—Though 
Acting Attorney General Hardy has 
not yet given his decision, it is learned 
from the most reliable authority that 
Toronto will not ask for the extradi- 
tion of Holmes unless all legal sources 
have been exhausted in the United 
States. The attorney general is under 
the impression that the police author- 
ities here have been a little too sanguine 
in their belief that they have strong 
enough evidence to hang Holmes. He 
would much rather have Illinois or 
Pennsylvania bear the expense and 
trouble than Ontario. 
The expenses of 
extradition and trial, it is estimated, 
would cost the province in the neigh- 
bortiood of 18,000. 


CHICAGO, July 
29.—The 
traces of many supposed 
E. H. Holmes was resumed at his 
"castle" early today. In the damp 
basement, with its swinging electric 
lights, a half dozen laborers were kept 
at work with pick and shovel, while as 
many detectives carefully examined 
every handful of earth thrown up. The 
rapping of walls and sounding of ceil- 
in^s in the search for trap doors and 
secret chambers was conducted under 
the personal supervision of Inspector 
Fitzpatrick and not an inch of waU or 
flooring is being missed. 


The detectives found today two tool 
chests, in one of which was a hammer 
spotted and stained.' It was believed 
by some of the officers that the spots 
were blood stains and an analysis was 
ordered. 


At police headquarters Mrs. Fat 
Quinlan, wife of the janitor, was again 
given a severe examination. The wo- 
man, who for days was cool and defiant 
is beginning to weaken, and the police 
believe that she will shortly tell all she 
knows of the case. Her testimony is 
expected to be sensational and will, it 
is thought, lead to the conviction of 
her husband. 


CCLE WASN'T HITBDEBCD. 


BALTIMORB, July 29.—Wilford Cole, 
named in a Little Rock, Ark., dispatch 
as another possible Holmes victim, was 
not a Baltimorean. He, however, vis- 
ited this city in July, 1894, representing 
himself as the agent of an immense 
Arkansas lumber company and in- 
duced several business men, including 
George Browning, to invest sums rang- 
ing from $100 to |1,000. 
He returned 
to Arkansas, but shortly reappeared 
here, reporting the company's business 
in a 
flourishing 
condition. 
In a 
few 
days 
he 
again 
started 
west. 
From 
Fort Worth, 
where 
he is said to have fallen in with 
Holmes. Cole wrote Browning that 
owing to the big Debs railroad strike 
the lumber company had been forced 
to close up. 
This was the last heard 
from him. At last Browning wrote to 
Wynncotte, Pa., where Cole's wife was 
staying with her father. 
The letters 
were not returned. For that reason, 
Browning thinks Cole received the 
letters. "I hardly believe the man is 
dead," said Browning. "He was too 
smart to fall a prey to Holmes." 


ANOTHER SKELETON KOCKD. 


CHICAGO, July 29 —The police ¿ocured 
today a skeleton which they believe to 
be that of Mrs. Connor, one of the al- 
leged victims of H. H. Holmes. M. G. 
Chappell, who claimed to have articu- 
lated several skeletons for Holmes, 
took two detectives to the house of 
west side physician, where the com- 
plete skeleton was found. 
Chappell 
says that he got the bones from 
Holmes and from the dates and other 
evidence Inspector 
Fitzpatrick an- 
nounced that he believed the skeleton 
to be that of Mrs. Conner. 


NO GAMBLING IN DECATUR. 
Actins: aiayor €l08es tbe Houses Wlien 
tbe Mayor Coald iioi. 


DECATUR, 111., July 29.—For several 


years among the gamblers Decatur has 
been recognized as the widest open 
town in the state. Gambling rooms 
were run with no police interference. 
Mayor Conklin promised to suppress 
the evil, but after two months in office 
his force had made no change. His 
chief of police said the rooms were 
closed, when there was really no change. 
At the last meeting of the council the 
aldermen passed resolutions declaring 
that if there was not an effort made 
to close the places they would take 
a hand. 
The chief of police said 
he was doing all he could. 
Mayor 
Conklin was absent from the city, and 
Acting Mayor Montgomery 
took a 
hand. 
Saturday afternoon Alderman 
Mathias walked into a room where 
more than one hundred men were 
playing all kinds of games. The police 
force received orders from the acting 
mayor to close the places or lose his 
position on Monday. 
The gamblers 
disregarded the order, and a raid was 
made on two rooms 
For the first time 
in four years they were not wide open, 
and the a'dermen say that they shall 
remain closed or there will be a new 
police force.

ST. LOTJIS, Mo., July29.—Seven mem- 
bers of the Mafia, who recently came to 
this city from New Orleans, attempted 
to murder Michael Deelo, an Italian 
interpreter, at 11 o'clock Sunday night. 
The natural cunning of the intended 
victim, together with the fact that the 
would-be assassins made several suspi- 
cious moves which put Deelo and his 
wife on their guard, is all that prevent- 
ed the enactment of a horrible crime. 
At 10;30 seven Italians came to Deelo's 
home, in the'rear of 908 Franklin ave- 
nue, ostensibly to make a friendly call, 
and get acquainted with the family. 
They conducted themselves in a gentle- 
manly manner and all was merry for 
awhile. Finally they attempted to 
pick a quarrel with their intended vic- 
tim, but Deelo, who had noticed them 
fingering their weapons, managed to 
get the gang on the back porch and 
closed the door between them. 
Deelo 
sent for the police, the Mafia, who were 
in the meantime attempting to break 
down the door, being kept at bay by 
the besieged man's revolver.

the police arrived and arrested two of 
the Italians, who are supposed to be 
the leaders of the gang. 
The others 
escaped. 


TO THE RE^UE. 


Uncle S a m Sends Provisions t o 
Starving Negroes. 


Twenty'five Cases of Smallpox Among 
the Poor Colonists Now En Ronte 
to Their Old Homes. 


WASHINGTOIT, July 29.—Thanks to the 
good offices of L. M. Johnson, general 
manager of the Mexican Central rail- 
road. the unfortunate negroes of the 
Tlahualila colony, who are making their 
way home to the United States from 
Mexico, have been saved from present 
starvation. 
United 
States 
Consul 
Sparks has telegraphed the state de- 
partment from Piedras Negras, Mexico, 
that Mr. Johnson is feeding these 
negroes at his own expense, and that 
all is going well now. The Eagle Pass 
officials have quarantined forty-six of 
the negroes at that point, where 
the consul had landed them Friday 
night. Twenty-five of them are sick in 
Mexico with smallpox, eight seriously. 
The local Mexican authorities there 
have became alarmed and declare they 
cannot take care of them longer. The 
remainder of the party who are sick, 
numbering 150, were expected to reach 
Piedras 
Negras 
yesterday. The 
president 
has also 
taken 
steps 
to 
relieve 
the distress 
of the 
colonists. 
Regarding the case as 
one of great emergency involving the 
lives of American citizens, he has 
directed that the war department issue 
rations to them, and instructions were 
telegraphed the military headquarters 
at San Antonio, Texas, to forward im- 
mediately 1,500 rations to United States 
Consul Sparks, at Piedras Negras. It 
is believed they have already reached 
him and are being distributed. 
MURDER MYSTERY CLEARED UP. 
Two Poles Confess That They Killed 
Stanislaus Mowtzsllkl. 
TOLEDO, Ohio, July 29.—The mystery 
surrounding the murder of Stanislaus 
Nowtzalike, who was killed last Satur- 
day evening, was cleared today by the 
confession of two Poles, who were ar- 
rested at South Bend, Ind., and brought 
here Friday, Frank Pyszka confessed 
to the chief of police that he, with a 
friend named John Zalass, while in a 
drunken quarrel, fired the fatal shot 
and then escaped. They went to South 
Bend, where they were arrested. 
John 
Zolenaki, a member of the party, was 
arrested as the murderer and was in- 
strumental in causing the arrest of the 
guilty parties. He was released from 
custody oc order of the chief. 


MARKET LAKE, Idaho, July 29 —Dr. 
Wonburn, of Rexburg, has just come 
from that place with information that 
James Simmons and Fred Cunning- 
ham, twb scouts, arrived in Rexburg 
last evening straight from Jackson's 
Hole. They report that no conflict has 
taken place between the whites and In- 
dians so far and that matters are quiet. 
The Indians to the number of 500 are 
in Hoback Basin, about lilty miles from 
Marysvale, where the settlers are forti- 
fied and prepared to resist the savages 
should an attack be made. 


NEW YORK, July 29.—John C. O'Con- 
nor, attorney for the executors of the 
late Robert Ray Hamilton, has received 
the following telegram: 


"MARKET LAKE, Idaho, July 28.—Can 
you get a detachment of troops ordered 
to protect Mary Mere ranch. As plan- 
ned by Coppinger, no troops within 
forty miles. (Signed) J. D. Sargent." 


Mary Mere Ranch, oc which Robert 
Ray Hamilton was a part owner, is 
about forty miles north of Jackson's 
Hole and close to the southern bound- 
ary ot Yellowstone Park. 
Immediate- 
ly on receipt of the telegram Mr. 
O'Connor placed himself in communi- 
cation with the military authorities 
here in order that steps might be taken 
for the protection of Sargent. 


WASHINGTON, July 29.—Speaking of 
the Indian disturbance in northern 
Wyoming, GeneVal Schofield today ex- 
pressed the opinion that with discreet 
management, the Indians weuld soon 
surrender and return to their reserva- 
tions. The only way they could cause 
trouble was by scattering and taking to 
the mountains, but he thought it un- 
likely they would precipitate hostilities 
now they know the soldiers were com- 
ing.

Nine Men Finish in the Matthews Boad 
Race Yesterday. 


MUNCIB, Ind., July 29.—The Indian- 
apolis-Matthews bicycle road race yes-

Aker, the winner, 
very likely could have held the world's 
ceutury record today had he con- 
tinued the other twenty-five miles.

Now and then it was possible to see 
a person walking through the street 
with what had the appearance of being 
a pail or other receptacle hidden away 
within the ample proportions of a 
basket. As a rule such persons were 
followed by members of the force, who 
were ubiquitous, and extra efforts were 
made to get into a place thus suspected 
of doing business under cover. 


In the jurisdiction of the MasDougal 
street police, where violations of the 
law have been found on many of the 
preceding Sundays by saloonkeepers 
who have boasted that no power was 
strong enough to close up their resorts, 
everything was especially quiet, and 
only two arrests had been made up to 
evening. Within the territory covered 
by the Mulberry street police, espe- 
cially in the area filled with Italians, 
there was evidence that liquor was 
being sold, but it was impossible to 
detect the sellers. 


It was consiiered a notable sign that 
no barroom fights were reported on the 
central office slips from any precinct in 
this city after the strike of midnight, 
which shut up the saloons Saturday. 
The oldest men in the police head- 
quarters could recall no precedent for 
the lack of disorder. 


At the clubs also the excise law was 
to all appearances strictly observed. 
The precinct commanders had strict 
orders from Acting Chief Codlin to see 
that the clubs were dealt with as 
saloons have been. 
The barroom in 
the new Manhattan Athletic club was 
not opened during the day and a great 
number of the regular patrons who 
called were disappointed. 
Policemen 
patrqlled in front of the doors and 
watched men going in and out, but no 
violations of the law were reported to 
headquarters. 
The University and 
Knickerbocker clubs were unusually 
quiet and the patrolmen detailed to 
watch them from the outside had 
nothing to do. It was said that a num- 
ber of central office men had called 
and tried to obtain liquor by asking 
that sandwiches be served them, which 
was served. 
The doors of the City 
club were closed and guarded, as were 
those of tbe Manhattan and Republi- 
can clubs, and no drinks were served. 
At the Manhattan club a number of 
persons asked for sandwiches, but as a 
regular meal was not ordered they 
were refused. 


The Casino, at the corner of Broad- 
way and West Thirty-ninth street, was 
tightly closed, and the patrolman who 
did duty at the side door disappeared 
at noon, there being no further need 
for his presence. 


At the hotels it was somewhat dif- 
ferent, as the regular guests were sup- 
plied with all the refreshments they 
wanted at their regular meals. At the 
Fifth Avenue hotel the wants of the 
regular thirsty Sunday patrons were 
attended to in parlor F, where a sup- 
ply of biscuit was furnished with every 
order for a drink. 


CHICAGO 
YOUTH IN TROUBLE. 
Accused of Trying to Wreck a Passen- 
ger Train in Indiana. 


TERRE HAUTE, Ind., July 29.—The 
southbound Nashville train on the Chi- 
cago and Eastern Illinois 
Saturday 
night struck an obstruction made of 
ties near Perrysville, Vermillion coun- 
ty, this state, but the engineer discov- 
ered the danger in time to prevent a 
serious wreck. The passengers were 
shaken up and badly soared and much 
angered at a young man who was soon 
after brought on board the train under 
suspicion of having caused the accident. 
He made a full confession after being 
brought to this city, and said he would 
have done so on the train had he not 
been afraid the passengers, especially 
the excursion party of Iowa farmers on 
their way to the south, would have 
done him bodily injury. He says that 
his home is with his parents at 2,236 
Archer avenue, Chicago, and that he 
was trying to beat his way to Evans- 
ville to win a bet his brother had made 
with a fellow cooper that he could do 
so. He had been put oflf several trains. 


AERONAUT FATALLY INJURED. 
Mous. Verona Will Die as a Result of a 
Parachute Race. 


INDIANAPOLIS, July 29.—Fred Royalel 
and Harry Simmons, the latter a pro- 
fessional aeronaut of Quincy, 111., and 
known as "Möns. Verona," were con- 
testants in a parachute race yesterday 
aiternoon, at Broad Ripple. 
In the 
descent Verona's parachute struck a 
tree and he was thrown to the ground, 
a fall o'" fifty feet, and fatally hurt. 


Electric Road Assured. 


EXCHMOND, Ind., July 29.—The elec- 
tric railway contemplated between the 
principal places in Wayne, Fayette and 
Union counties was today announced 
to be an assured thing. The. plan has 


been carried out so far that stock is 
being solicited and rapid progress is 
being made. The route of the line in- 
cludes this city, 
Connersville and 
Liberty, and is sixty-five miles long, 
touching the finest section of country 
in this part of the state. 
It is esti- 
mated that the cost will be $10 000 a 
mile. Both passengers and freight will 
be carried. 


BREWERS IN WAR PAINT 


To Prevent an Increase of the 
Tax on Beer. 


Their Fight in Congress Will be Direct« 
ed From New York, the Headquart- 
ers of the National Association. 


NEW YORK, July 
2 9 — T h e brewers 
are in war paint. Their fight in con 
gress next winter to prevent an in. 
crease in the internal revenue tax on 
beer will be directed from this city, 
which is the headquarters of the Na- 
tional association, and also of a power- 
ful local organization. 


"There is no difference between the 
east and the west on this question,'' 
said Ashbel B. Fitch, general consul 
for the brewers, today. "All will suffer 
alike, regardless of geographical loca- 
tion, and all are alike interested in 
defeating the tax. And it will be done, 
too. No political party will take the 
responsibility of making the increase." 


In making this flat-footed declara- 
tion, Mr. Fitch said that he was not 
speaking as the mouthpiece of the 
brewers. 


Mr. Fitch served three terms and 
part of a fourth in congress, beginning 
as a republican and winding up as a 
democrat, resigning less than two years 
ago to accept the more lucrative posi- 
tion of comptroller of the city of New 
York, which he still holds. Mr. Fitch 
has been the legal advisor in chief of 
the brewers for many years and his 
clients have the most unlimited confi- 
dence in him. "If the republican party 
in congress passes a law to add another 
dollar a barrel to the tax on beer," he 
said, "it will be overwhelmed under a 
wave of popular disapproval. The tidal 
wave of last year will be reversed if 
they should do anything like that« 
The result of tl^e elections in England 
should be an object lesson topoliticans, 
illustrative of the power and influence 
of the brewing interest when aroused 
and combined for a given object." 


To the observation that in Washing- 
ton the belief prevailed in quarters 
very close to tbe administration that 
the president would recommend an in- 
crease on the beer tax, or at least take 
some equally unmistakable means of 
letting it be known that he will sign 
such a bill if it is passed by congress, 
Mr. Fitch parried by asking if the ad- 
ministration favored the tax last winter 
when the question was pressed upon 
congress. He would not return to the 
point, although reminded that the con- 
ditions then and now were totally dis- 
similar. 


It is said to be likely the brewers 
will concentrate their tactics on indi- 
vidual congressmen living in districts 
where they can set up a plausible claim 
that they hold the balance of power in 
voting strength. Whether that will be 
successful remains to be seen. 
In the 
north the country members, it is 
claimed, have little fear of the beer 
element and in the south the samo 
indifference obtains among the demo- 
crats.

A PROFOÜND SECRET. 


Charles Waugh Arrested on a 
Charg:e of Forgery. 


His Arrest Kept From the Pablic Until 
Today—Went Without a Requi- 
sition—Sharp Schemingr. 


After having been locked up in the 
station house for nearly twenty-four 
hours unbeknown to the outside world 
Charles Waugh, a railroad brakeman 
well known in this city, was yesterday 
morning taken to Columbus, Ohio, by 
Officer Garrett Fox, to answer to a 
charge of forgery. 


The capture and the secret detention 
of Waugh in this city was a clever 
piece of work upon the part of the 
Fort Wayne police. 
On iune 29th 
Superintendent 
Liggett 
received a 
letter from Superintendent Kelly, of 
Columbus, enclosing a photograph and 
asking the Fort Wayne police to arrest 
Waugh on sight and hold him to 
answer to a charge of forgery. The 
police kept a close lookout knowing 
that the man wanted had relatives in 
this city and would in all likelyhood 
come nere eventually. 
Saturday at 11 
o'clock they were rewarded and the ar- 
rest was made on the court house 
square by special detective "Chinaman 
St. Peter," of the Fort Wayne secret 
service, who deserves great credit for 
his lynx eyed ability "a la Old Sleuth." 
Waugh was quietly walked over to the 
station house and after being searched 
was locked up. 
He was very in- 
dignant and protested loudly about 
having 
to submit 
to 
imprison- 
ment 
and 
declaring 
that 
he 
was innocent of any crime. 
Waugh 
was interviewed in his cell by a 
SENTINEL representative Saturday after- 
noon, about 1:30 o'clock. He claimed 
that he had committed no offense that 
he knew of, but finally admitted that 
he might have been wanted at Colum- 
bus for assaulting a man in a saloon a 
few day 6 ago. He said that if he could 
only get an attorney he would soon be 
a free man. 


This, however, was just what the 
police proposed he should cot do, as 
they did not intend to lose their man 
by the habeas corpus route and for this 
reason THE SENTIKSL refrained from 
making the arrest public. 
The rela- 
tives of the prisoner therefore did not 
hear of his arrest and about 2 o'clock 
yesterday morning OflBcer Fox arrived 
from Columbus and securing a special 
order through the efforts of Officers 
Lapp and Phipps, took his man east on 
the Pennsylvania mail train at 7 
o'clock. 


Waugh was to have gone to work 
this morning for the Nickel Plate rail- 
road as a brakeman. 


Waugh readily consented to go with 
the official from Ohio despite the fact 
that the officer had no requiaition.

Tlie Cnbau Rebelllou. 


It is difficult to get accurate reports 
of the many ekirmishes and battles 
fought in Cuba between the Spanish 
troops and the Cuban revolutionists, but 
it must be evident to all that the rebel 
lion is stronger today than it has been 
at any time since the present revolt 
began, and it is more formidable than 
any rebellion of the past. 


That General Campos, the leader of 
the Spanish forces, has suffered disas 
trous defeat in an aggressive campaign 
against Maceo, the leader of the insur 
gents, can no longer be disputed, and 
the success of the revolutionists has cer- 
tainly been rapidly spreading the revolt 
amongst the Cuban people during the 
last few months. 


The only possible hope of maintain- 
ing Spanish ascendancy in Cuba is in 
Bending an army of not less than 20,000 
well equipped troops into Cuba for win- 
ter operations, but even then the diffi- 
culty would be that the insurgents 
can elude them until another summer 
comes, when disease would be certain 
to be much moie deadly for the Span 
ish forces than all the battles 
they 
could fight. 


Whether Spain is able to meet this 
great strain upon her is questionable, 
but unless she can send sufficient troops 
to overrun the entire country and hold 
it, Cuban independence may be regard 
ed as in the near future. 


The American government makes a 
bad break once in awhile. We have been 
constructing a new navy now for a doz- 
en years. 
We have a couple of big bat- 
tleships and are building four more, 
•which will be duly completed in fine 
style. 
Just about this time it has oc- 
curred to somebody that we have not on 
the whole United States coast a dry- 
dock large enough for one of these ships 
to be hauled into and repaired. Suppose 
we should be involved in a war with 
England in the next year or two, which 
heaven forbid, now and always. If our 
battleships got out of order, there would 
be no country nearer than England to 
which we could send them for cleaning 
or repairs. Here is a pretty muddle. It 
does not exactly tend to increase the 
American people's faith in the intellec- 
tual acumen of either congress or our 
expensively 
educated naval 
ofiBcers. 
What were they all thinking of thai, 
they let the, country get into this ridicu- 
lous position? The American cruiser 
Columbia was lately docked and cleaned 
at Southampton, England. 
On Puget 
sound a dry dock will in the course of 
some months be finished, and it will be 
large enough, but how will it look to 
send a battleship from the Atlantic 
around South America for the purpose 
of getting it repaired? 


JLiong, narrow sailing vessels have nev- 
er -been so successful commercially as 
long, narrow steamers. They are not so 
safe as smaller ships, for one thing. But 
a German company has just built a five 
mast ship which is the loi'gesfc sailer 
ever put upon the water. She is 400 feet 
long and 50 feet wide. The name of 
this great ship is the Potosi, and she 
was designed for cai-ryiug grain around 
Cape Horn. 
She will hold a cargo of 
4,000 tons if she is a success, which is 
yet problematical.

The affair is causing a sensation here, 
as it was one of the most brutal crimes 
which has ever happened in the county.

PiTTgBPBG, Pa., July 29.—Eev. E. E. 
Donehoo, pastor of the Eighth Presby- 
terian church of this city and who has 
been identified with Chinese mission 
work for years, in an interview today 
said that he believes the efforts to con- 
vert Chinese from paganism is futile. 
He says that although the Chinamen 
go to Sunday Echool and take an in- 
terest in the Christian religion and 
even profess 
Christianity, yet they 
cling to their 
heathen 
ideas and 
ceremonies. 
Eev. Donehoo is looked 
upon as the leader and advisor of the 
resident Chinese; and went to Wash- 
ington in their 
interest when the 
Geary law was first enforced. 


General Butler's Fraud. 
BOSTON, July 29 —Judge Knowlton, 
of the supreme judicial court, has ren- 
dered a decision iu the case of the 
holders of Colorado Cattle company's 
bonds to recover from the Gen. B. F. 
Butler estate sums aggregating $219,- 
000, on the ground of alleged deceit 
and fraud on the part of General But- 
ler, who, it is alleged, by misrepresent- 
ing, wrongfully gained possesaian of 
certain bonds. The phase of the case 
decided is the question of the standin g 
in equity of the plaintiffs in this state, 
whoee claims amount to $55 000. 
The 
decision gives them a right to go before 
the equity court, and the cases will 
therefore be prosecuted. 


Fire at Haniburj^. 
HAJIBUK«, July 29.—A 
fire 
which 
broke out here in a warehouse belong- 
ing to the Bonded Spirit company, of 
the Island of Steinwarder, in this har- 
bor, spread to several other warehouses 
in which were stored a quantity of 
Holland gin, 50,000 sacks of sugar, 
2O,0C0 barrels of lard and a large 
amount of ivory, all of which merchan- 
dise was destroyed. 
The water for a 
long time was covered with flaring 
spiritp, and several other buildings were 
endangered before the flames were ex- 
tinguished. 
One man lost his life 
during the progress of the tire. The 
damage done amounts to over a mil- 
lion marks.

Mayor H. S. Piugrcoof Detroit, whoso 
work in bolialf of tho poor people of his 
city has made his name famous through- 
out tho country, was interviewed re- 
cently coiiceniiiig city government. Ho 
thinks u city should own street railways, 
electric and ga.s lighting plants, water- 
works, etc., and run them at tho lowest 
possible rates. 
The system of granting 
tho long timo franchises to corporations 
he believes to bo vicious. 


" A city government," said the may- 
or, "sliould bo under a single respon.si 
bio head. 
This idea of having a man 
called a mayor, and a number of other 
men called aldermen, whose powers are 
equal and generally adverse, is wrong 
I favor a system in which tho mayor 
shall have almost absolute authority, as 
tho manager of a private enterprise has. 
Under direction of the city charter he 
might then appoint a body of men which 
might be called his cabinet, a man to 
represent each department of the city 
business. Thc.se men sliould be salaried 
and ba required to devote their entire 
time to their work, as are department 
managers iu a large business concern 
There is no private enterprise in a city 
which has the amount of business to 
tend to that the municipal corporation 
has, and it should be attended to in a 
businesslike way. After this, if you 
wanted to have a council, you might 
have it, the members to be elected as at 
present. They might be given directory 
powers, but should have no power to 
make contracts or vote franchises. 


"Now, in regard to this matter of 
granting franchises, I have an idea that 
the people themselves should have some- 
thing to say in the question of voting 
for a long time the right to do any sort 
of business in the city; in other words, 
I would favor a referendum to the peo- 
ple of all such questions. 
It is possible 
for a rich corporation to buy up a city 
council—I know this to be true from 
our experience—but it would not be 
possible to buy up the voters of the en- 
tire city.'' 


"What do you think of the improve- 
ment in business?" was asked. 


" I think business is slowly picking 
up. 
And my reason is that prices are 
advancing. 
I am a shoe manufacturer 
in Detroit, and for several years past 
the price of shoe leather has been stead- 
ily going down. It has begun to go np 
and that is a sign of improvement. Lum- 
ber, glass and other materials are also 
rising in price." 


The potato scheme, well known to 
Minneapolis people, a trial of which 
was made the present season in this 
city, is a subject upon which Mayor 
Pingree is pleased to talk, and he hopes 
much will come of the general idea in 
the future.—St. Paul Pioneer Press. 


A Novelty I n Plays. 


A novel move has been taken by a 
new writer for the stage. The lady, who 
is well known in the literary world, 
proposes to do on the stage what pulpit 
and press have done—attack Ingersoll 
and his theories. 
This author, who 
keeps her identity concealed for the 
present, has written a play entitled 
"Mighty Millions," which will have its 
first production upon any stage at the 
Hollis Street theater on Aug. 26, open- 
ing the regular dramatic season at that 
house. 


The inspiration for the play was re- 
ceived at hearing Jngersoll lecture five 
years ago, and'the author determined to 
refute the infidel's theory by a play, a 
thing never before attempted by any 
writer. " I feel it my mission in life," 
said she last week, " t o attack Ingersoll 
and his views, and I will continue to do 
so as long as I live."

The intere.'it of tho Ropublican party 
demands the noniiiiation of a southoru 
man for vice pro.sidcnt iu ISOO. Scc- 
tioiiali.sm lias dropped out of politics, and 
hero is tho readiest and most effective 
way to proclaim thi.s fact. Nearly throo 
times a.s many Republicans were chosen 
to congress last November in the states 
classed 
heretofore as tho solid south 
as there wero Democrats elected iu the 
rest of tho comitry. 
This is a momen- 
tous change in political sentiment. 
It 
marks the disappearance of conditions 
which dominated politics for a third of 
a centurj-. It ushers in a now era. The 
pa.ssions and prejudices which kept the 
Republican party sectional in its field 
of operations now being as dead as the 
issue which originally made it such, it 
becomes a great national organization 
and its prizes must henceforth be open 
to all localities. A beginning should be 
made next year in the new order of 
things by taking the vice president from 
the south. 


But it should be understood that no 
southern Republican is desired except 
one having a vital connection with the 
politics of today. Tho regime of 1865-76 
\vill be ruled out. No carpetbagger 
need apply. 
It is well for both Repub- 
licans and Democrats of the south to 
forget the politics of the dozen years 
immediately succeeding the war, and 
the way to make snro that this is done 
is to keep the men who were conspicu- 
ous in that period in retirement. The 
conditions of the period were abnormal, 
and the manner iu which they were 
dealt with commended itself to the lead- 
ers at the time. 
Both sides, however, 
would bo glad now to erase the record 
of those days. 
The period, happily, is 
dropping out of the popular remem- 
brance, and the Republican party is not 
going to do iuiything which will revive 
the recollection of it. 


The sort of southern men needed by 
the Eepublican party on its national 
ticket ai-e those of the Bradley and 
Evans type. 
It might be well perhaps 
for the Eepublicans to go a little far- 
ther south than Kentucky for the can- 
didate in order to emphasize the fact 
that the geographical line in politics 
has been abolished, and this considera- 
tion would make Evans ^jreferable to 
Bradley. 
The great requirement, how- 
ever, is a man who is thoroughly repre- 
sentative of his region, who stands for 
something vital in tho Hfe of his com- 
munity. 
Either of the two men named 
here would attract thousands of votes to 
the ticket in their section. 
Many such 
men doubtless can be found below Ma- 
son and Dixon's old line. The time has 
come when the partisan attitude of a 
state is no longer decisively determined 
by its latitude. 
The terms south and 
north have lost their distinctive charac- 
ter as partisan designations, and will 
be 
merely 
geographical 
expressions 
henceforth. 
This dawning of a new po- 
litical day in the south can be appropri- 
ately recognized by the selection of the 
Republican vice presidential candidate 
from that locality in 1896.—St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat.

A C Y C L O N E 
L O C O M O T I V E . 


Great Thlngra Expected of the Jersey Cen 
tral's N e w Flier. 


On tho stroke of 6:12 o'clock every 
evening there pulls out of the Jersey 
Central station, iu Jersey City, a new 
and huge locomotive which can run 
mile in 8G seconds. This monster arouses 
such interest in all who catch a glimpse 
of it that every evening a crowd of men 
and women—passengers by the various 
outgoing trains—gather around it and 
gaze on it with amazement. 
Even the 
engineers and firemen from other trains 
show an unusual interest in it. 


The engine is No. 385 and was built 
by the Baldwin Locomotive company of 
Philadelphia for the Philadelphia and 
Reading, under contract to make the 
run from Camden to Atlantic City, 90 
miles, iu 90 minutes. 
It is running 
temporarily on tho Eoyal Blue line to 
Philadelphia to get ready for service 
It is a compound engine, built on the 
English model, with a small smoke 
stack, and is the only locomotive of the 
kind in existence. In its general appear- 
ance it impresses one as being much 
larger thim it really is. It is higher 
than the ordinary locomotive, but 
actual measurement it is an inch less 
in length than engines of the biggest 
type in use. The driving wheels are the 
central feature. 
There are two instead 
of four, as is the rule on other passenger 
engines. Instead of being at the back of 
the locomotive they are in the middle 
and directly under the cab. 
They are 
feet high. 


The engine is equipped with a Wooster 
firebox and burns very fine buckwheat 
coal. It is run under 200 poxmds steam 
pressure and uses the steam twice, for 
high and low pressure, which insures 
saving of fuel and water. 


This locomotive is expected to rev 
olutionize railroad transportation, and 
its trial trips are being watched with 
great deal of interest by railroad men 
—New York Sun.

GREATEST OF ALL 


Was the Wabash Company's Ex- 
cursion to Toledo. 


Eight nandred and Tirenty-Ttiree 
SiooBlers Invade the Buckeye 
State—Iiocal Gossip.

The excursion to Toledo yesterday 
over the Wabash, was a brilliant suc- 
cess. In a numerical sense it was the 
greatest event of its kind in many years, 
and in a social way it was equal to any 
club or fraternal affair. 


The train started from Wabash with 
nine coaches and thirty-five passengers, 
picking up excursionists at Andrews 
and Huntington and entering this city 
with 112 persons aboard. Here five 
coaches were added to the train and 
the number of excursionists was swelled 
to 504. Other additions to the train 
and excursionists were made at De- 
fiance and Napoleon and a string of 
seventeen cars pullei into the union 
depot in Toledo with 823 persous. 
Among them were a number of railway 
men from other lines. They were very 
obeervani of course, and when the 
train of fourteen cars started out of this 
city with only one engine, they were 
doubtful about its reaching its destina- 
tion on schedule time. The run to De- 
fiance was made on nearly schedule 
time and the railway men began to 
think that they had underestimated 
the hauling capacity of No. 413. At 
that city three more coaches were 
taken on and the doubtful ones then 
declared the train would stall on soma 
grade, .ágain they were mistaken, for 
it moved along apparently as easily as 
if it was an ordinary affair of six or 
eight cars. No. 413 is oi^e of the most 
powerful passenger locomotives owned 
by the Wabash. It was built a few 
years ago by the Rhode Island Locomo- 
tive works and recently rebuilt in the 
company's shops in this city. At the 
throttle was Engineer C. L Clark. 
The other members of the train crew 
were Conductor T. J. Cummins, Fire- 
men Jacob Meyers and Brakemen 
Warner and Sweeney. 


Electric cars were in waiting at the 
Toledo station to convey the excursion- 
ists to their final destination and the 
merry, good natured throng of pleasure- 
seekers soon separated. Some heisten- 
ed down to the docks of the "Pastime" 
and went to Preeque Isle, where the 
Second regiment of Ohio National 
Guards is encamped. Othf ra boarded 
a boat for Perrysburg, up the Maumee 
river, and a few "took in" the steam- 
boat ride to Monroe, Mich. Lake Erie 
park and the Casino, however, ap- 
peared to have the greatest attractions 
for the excursionist, for over one-half 
of them spent the afternoon at that 
resort. Lake Erie park is located on 
the banks of the lake snd the Casino is 
a large building on piles 800 feet out 
from the shore and connected by a 
wide plank walk with the park. It is 
six miles from Toledo and is reached 
by electric car. 


On the return trip the train was di- 
vided into two sections, the first section 
consisting of eight coaches and carrying 
only those excursionists who lived in 
Fort Wayne and to^wns west of this 
city. It made the run from Toledo to 
Fort Wayne without a stop except at 
railway crossings. The second section 
carried excursionists who resided be- 
tween this city and Toledo, and left the 
Union depot twenty minutes later than 
the first section. 


The day passed without a single acci- 
dent or unpleasant incident and every 
excursionist returned home satisfied 
with the trip, and fully determined that 
when the Wabaeh company runs an- 
other excursion to Toledo they will 
participate in it and take a few friends 
with them.

STATE NEWS. 


HOW A TiRE IS MADE. 


From tine Crude Rubber to the Completed 
Air Cushion on the Wheel. 
First tlie Ininp-s of crude rubber are 
boiled until perfectly clean, and then 
cut into pieces and run throngJi two im- 
mense corrugiited iron rollers-. The fric- 
tion w.'u-nis iii:d v.'orks the gum thor- 
oughly, and a stream of water plays 
upon the mass and washes out the dirt. 
The macerated sheets of gum then go to 
a chying room, where they are kept iu a 
very high temperature for a day and a 
uigbt. This makes the rubber shrink. 
The purest gum is used iu making the 
inner tubes, and after it is mixed with 
the other ingredients the whole is placed 
between hollow iron rollers ninuiug at 
a 2 :-10 gait. Finally the gum comes 
from the rollers iu sheets, about the 
color of chocolate creams, and these are 
drawn down to a very small fraction of 
an inch in thickness aiM cut in strips 
the width required for making a tire. 
These strips are separated by a sheet of 
muslin, rolled on a wooden core and 
carried to the tuberoom. The strips are 
unrolled and cut into proper lengths. 
Next, after both surfaces have been well 
covered with soapstone to prevent co- 
hesion, they are rolled into sliape, and 
then men attach nozzles to them and 
blow a lot of soapstone through them to 
keep the inner sui-faces from sticking 
together. Finally the tubes are inspect- 
ed, all cut to the same length and the 
ends closed. Next they go to the heating 
room, where they are placed in a heater 
and subjected to a 40 pound steam pres- 
sure for nearly four hours. The tires are 
then inflated with compressed air and 
ducked in a tank of water. If one bub- 
ble rises in the water, the workman 
knows that there is a defective tire in 
the lot, and he has to hunt until it is 
found and thrown aside. The valves are 
put into the stems and tied firmly iu 
place last of ail, and the inner tnbe is 
finished. 


Tlie material from Vt'hich the outer 
part of a tire is made is mixed by a dif- 
ferent process from that of the inner, 
but the work of making proceeds in ex- 
actly the same way. The inner part of 
the outer tube is made of strong duck, 
which is tested by being subjected to a 
200 pound strain, and has rubber pressed 
into the meshes of the cloth and on both 
sides. Then it becomes friction cloth 
and is cut into strips and carried to the 
building room, Vv'here the workmen ai-e 
masters of their art. The benches that 
they work on are ju.st about as long as 
a tire mid have a groove down the mid- 
dle. Two of these strips are laid on a 
bench, and a steel bar the size of a tire 
is rolled down the groove to shape the 
rubber, which wraps itself around the 
bar as it rolls. A strip of outer casing 
is Laid down over the groove on the 
bench, and the bar covered with the 
friction cloth is rolled back the other 
way, which causes the casing and the 
friction cloth to stick together. If the 
outer casing is not perfectly put on, 
hov.-ever, it will blister, and the tire 
has to be thrown away. From there the 
mandrels, as they ai'e called, go to the 
pressroom and are subjected to intense 
heat and heavy pressure, and a slit six 
or seven inches long is cnt on the inner 
side of each, and they are put in a vise 
v.-hich springs apart so that the movable 
section can be removed. The slit is then 
slipped over one end of the mandrel and 
pulled off. The castings go to the trim- 
mers and in.spectors jiUd next to the per- 
forators, and at last they get to the 
place wljere they are inflarrd and rcceive 
a final inspection before they :;ro iDiaced 
in the .stacks to await shipment.—Now 
York Sun.

The falling off in dividends and in- 
terest on investments has amouuted to 
not less than $61,710,000 in three years, 
accordiug to a calculation made by 
Matthew Marshall of the New York 
Sun. This of coiurse is lai-gely due to the 
decline in railway earnings, though a 
large amoimt must be laid at the door 
of the Whisky trust, the United States 
Cordage compaaiy and other industrial 
trusts. 
These dividends and interest 
that failed to be paid represent a capital 
of not less than $1,500,000,000, Mr. 
Marshall says. That is what the public 
has lost through unfortunate invest- 
ments in the last three years. 


The signal corps of the United States 
army has made considerable use of the 
bicycle as a means of quick locomotion 
from one point to another. Army bicy- 
cling is something new. At first it was 
tried with hesitation, but now a consid- 
erable number of additional wheels will 
be added to the equipments of the sig- 
nal corps.

A K O L A N U T T E S T . 


It Enables » Sick Soldier to B e a t s Well 


Man I n a Twenty-five Mile T r a m p . 
Anuirican surgeons and army officers 
have for some time been experimenting 
with the kiila uut. with a view of iu- 
trodnciuii it into the commissary depart- 
ment of tlio array, to bo used in lieu of 
other food iu forced marches where 
there is little or nothing for the soldiers 
to eat. Dr. Charles E. Woodruff and 
Lieutenant Harris of the United States 
army, stationed at Fort Sheridan, have 
this spring made experiments which 
have shown that in forced marches the 
kola nut gives far better satisfaction for 
nutritious purposes than ordinary food. 
Both Dr. Woodruff' and Lieutenant Har- 
ris found that they were less fatigued 
from the long walks they took when 
they ato nothing but the kola than when 
they ate full rations of ordinary food. 


An experiment with the kola nut was 
made in St. Paul recently, and the re- 
sult was identical with that of the Fort 
Sheridan officers. A number of the army 
officers of Fort Snelling were anxious to 
see the result of an experiment, and so 
the test was arranged. Corporal R. P. 
Wyatt and Private M. C. Olson, both of 
Company F, started from the Ryan ho- 
tel at 8 :40 to walk to the West hotel, at 
Minneapolis, and return to the Ryan at 
once. Private Olson was not allowed to 
eat breakfast, but he was given five lit- 
tle reddish nuts about the size and shape 
of a good sized hickory nut, -which he 
was told to eat slowly on the way. Fur- 
ther than this he was not allowed to eat 
any food while making the trip. Cor- 
poral Wyatt was allowed to eat a good, 
hearty breakfast and told he could eat 
and drink what he wished on the way. 
He was requested to regulate his diet 
according to the soldier's bill of fare 
when the larder in the commissary's 
tent is well stocked. 


At 8 :oO the two men arrived at the 
Ryan hotel from their journey to Min- 
neapolis. In giving their accounts of the 
trip, which comprised a walk of about 
25 miles in the hot sun, they plainly 
showed that the kola nut had proved the 
more satisfactory diet. Corporal Wyatt 
had eaten and drank freely as he felt 
inclined to during the day and came in 
almost overcome by heat and thorough- 
ly tired and stiff from the long walk. 
Private Olson, who but recently arose 
from a bed of sickness and has not fully 
regained his strength, was much the 
fresher of the two and had suffered lit- 
tle from heat. He said that he ate two 
of the nuts on the way to Minneapolis 
and two on the way back, and that he 
sat and rested while his companion ate 
and drank. He said that he never felt 
better then when he returned from the 
long tramp, and that he thought that 
the walk had done him good. He had 
not felt the need of more food.—Min- 
neapolis Tribune.

said Ashbel B. Fitch, general consul 
lor the brewers, today. "All will suffer 
alike, regardless of geographical loca- 
tion, and all are alike interested in 
defeating the tax. 
And it will be done 


too. No political party will take the 
responsibility of making the increase." 


In making this flat-footed declara- 


tion, Mr. Fitch said that he was not 
tpeaking as the mouthpiece of the 
bi ewers. 


Mr. Fitch served three terms and 


part of a fourth in congress, beginning 
as a republican and winding up as a 
democrat, resigning less than two years 
ago to accept the more lucrative posi- 
tion of comptroller of the city of New 
York, which he still holds. Mr. Fitch 
haa been the legal advisor in chief of 
the brewers for many years and his 
clients have the most unlimited confi- 
dence in him. "If the republican party 
in congress passes a law to add another 
dollar a barrel to the tax on beer," he 
said, "it will be overwhelmed under a 
wave of popular disapproval. The tidal 
wave ol last year will be reversed if 
they should do anything like that- 
The result of t&e elections in England 
ihould be an object lesson to politicans, 
illustrative of the power and influence 
of the brewing interest when aroused 
and combined for a given object." 


To the observation that in Washing- 


ton the belief prevailed in quarters 
very close to the administration that 
the president would recommend an in- 
crease on the beer tax, or at least take 
some equally unmistakable means of 
letting it be known that he will sign 
such a bill if it is passed by congress, 
Mr. Fitch parried by asking if the ad- 
ministration favored the tax last winter 
when the question was pressed upon 
congress. He would not return to the 
point, although reminded that the con- 
ditions then and now were totally dis- 
similar. 


It is said to be likely the brewers 


will concentrate their tactics on indi- 
vidual congressmen living in districts 
where they can set up a plausible claim 
that they hold the balance of power in 
voting strength. Whether that will be 
successful remains to be seen. 
In the 


north the country members, it is 
claimed, have little fear of the beer 
element and in the south the sam« 
indifference obtains among the demo- 
crats.

but unless she can send sufficient troops 
to overrun the entire country and hold 
it, Cuban independence may be regard- 
ed m in the near future.

A CYCLONE LOCOMOTIVE. 


Great Tilings Expected of the Jorbpy Ceu- 


tral's New Filer. 


On tho stroke of 6:12 o'clock every 


evening there polls out of tho Jersey 
Ceutral station, in Jersey City, a new 
aud lingo locomotive which can run a 
railo in 8G seconds This mouiter arouses 
such inteieit in all who catch a glimpse 
of it that every evening a crowd of liien 
and women—passengers by tho various 
outgoing trams—gather around it and 
gazo on it with amazement. Evon the 
engineers and firemen fiorn other trains 
show an unusual interest iu it. 


Tho engine is No. 385 and was built 


by tho Baldwin Locomotive company of 
Philadelphia for tho Philadelphia and 
Reading, under contract to make tho 
run from Camdeu to Atlantic City, 00 
miles, m 90 minutes. It is running 
temporarily on tho Royal Blue line to 
Philadelphia to get ready for service. 
It is a compound engine, built on the 
English model, with a small smoke- 
stack, and is tho only locomotive of the 
kind in existence. In its general appear- 
ance it impresses one as being much 
larger thiiu it really is. It is higher 
than the ordinary locomotive, but by 
actual measurement it is an inch less 
in length than engines of the biggest 
typo in use. The driving wheels are the 
central feature. There arc two instead 
of four, as is tho rule on other passenger 
engines. Instead of being at the bock of 
the locomotive they are in the middle 
and dnectly under the cab. They are 7 
feet high. 


The engine is equipped with a Wooster 


firebox and burns veiy fine buckwheat 
coal. It is run under 200 pounds steam 
pressure and uses the steam twice, for 
high and low pressure, which insures a 
saving of fuel and water. 


This locomotive is expected to rev 


olutionize railroad transportation, and 
its trial trips aie being watched with a 
great deal of interest by railroad men. 
—New York Sun.

HOW A TIRE IS MADE. 


From the Crude Rubber to tins Completed 


Air Cushion oil tlio Whrel. 


First tlio lumps of ormlo rublipr uro 


soiled until perfectly clean, nud tlieu 
nt into pieces and rnu througli two im- 
uciiso corrugated iron rulkrs. Tlio fric- 
ion warms and works the j; urn thor- 
oughly, and a stream of water plays 
ipou tho mass and wasboy out tlio dirt. 
?ho niaeeratcd sheets of kfum then go to 
ft drying room, whero they are kept in a 
•cry high temperature for u day and a 
ight. This makes tho rubber shrink, 
"ho purest gum is used in making tlio 
liner tubes, find after it is mixed with 
lie other ingredients the whole is placed 
jotweeu hollow iron rollers running ut 
i 2:JO gait. Finally the gum comes 
roni the rollers in sheets, about the 
jolor of chocolate creams, and these are 
Irawn down to a very small fraction of 
iffi inch iu thickness auK cut in strips 
ho width required for mulling n tire. 
?heso strips are separated by a sheet of 
muslin, rolled on a wooden core and 
arried to tho tuberoora. Tho strips are 
unrolled iuid cut into proper lengths. 
Next, after both surfaces have, ueeu well 
overed with soapstone to prevent co- 
icsioii, they are rolled into shape, and 
hen men attach nozzles to them and 
ilow a lot of soapstoue through them to 
teep tho inner surfaces from sticking 
ogether. Finally Hie tubes are iuspect- 
d, all cut to the enme length and tho 
uds closed. Next they go to the heating 
ooin, whore they are placed iu a heater 


subjected to a 40 pound steam pres- 


nre for nearly fonr hours. The tires are 
hen inflated with compressed air and 
ducked in n tank of water. If one 1mb- 
ile rises in the water, the workman 
mows that there is a defective tire in 
he lot, and ho has to hunt until it is 
ound and thrown aside. Tho valves are 
put into tho stems and tied firmly in 
place last of all, and tho inner tube is 
finished. 


The material from which tho outer 


part of a tiro is made is mixed by a dif- 
ferent process from that of tho inner, 
but the work of .making proceeds in ex- 
actly the same way. Tho inner part of 
the outer tnbo is made of strong duck, 
which is tested by being subjected to a 
200 pound strain, and has rubber pressed 
into tho meshes of tho cloth and on both 
sides. Thou it becomes friction cloth 
and is cut into strips and carried to tho 
building room, where the workmen are 
masters of their art. 
Tlio benches that 


they work on are just abcut as long as 
a tire and have a groove down the mid- 
dle. 
Two of these strips me laid on a 


bench, and a steel bar tho sine of a tiro 
is rolled down the. groove to shape tlio 
rubber, which wraps itself around tho 
bar as it rolls. A strip of outer casing 
is laid down over the groove ou the 
bench, and tho bar covered with tho 
friction cloth is rolled back the other 
way, which causes tho easing and the 
friction cloth to stick together. If the 
onte'r casing is not perfectly put on, 
however, it will blister, and the tire 
has to bo thrown awny. From there the 
mandrels, as they iire called, go to the 
pressroom and are subjected to intense 
heat and heavy pressure, and a slit sis 
or seven inches lor.;,' is cut on the inner 
side of each, and they are put in a viso 
which springs apart so (hat (lie movable 
section can be removed. The slit is then 
slipped over one end of the mandrel and 
pulled off. The castings go to tho trim- 
mers and inspectors luidnexf to tho per- 
forators, and at last they get to tho 
place whore they are inflated and rccoivo 
a final inspection before (hey aro placed 
in tho stacks to awr.it shipment—Hew 
York Sun. •. {

Jt Enables n Sick Soldier to Best a Well 


Man In » Twonty-flie Mile Tramp. 
American siliceous aud army officers 


have for some time been experimenting 
with the kola nnt, with a view of iu- 
trotmciug it into tho commissary depart- 
ment of tho array, to bo used ill lieu of 
other food in forced marches where 
there is little or nothing for the soldiers 
to eat 
Dr. Charles E. Woodruff and 


Lieutenant Harns of the United States 
army, stationed at Fort Sheridan, have 
this spung made experiments which 
have shown that in foiced marches the 
kola nut gives far better satisfaction for 
nutritious purposes than ordinary food. 
Both Dr. Woodruff and Lieutenant Har- 
ris found that they were less fatigued 
fiorn the long walks they took when 
they ate nothing but the kola than when 
they ate fnll ration? of ordinary food. 


An experiment with the kola nut waa 


made in St Paul recently, and the re- 
sult was identical with that of the Fort 
Sheridan officers. A number of the army 
officers of Fort Snelling weie anxious to 
see the result of an experiment, and HO 
the test was arranged 
Corporal R P 


Wyatt and Private M. C. Olson, both of 
Company F, started from tho Ryan ho- 
tel at 8 -40 to walk to the West hotel, at 
Minneapolis, and return to the Ryan at 
once.
